Professor Watkins is a native of 
Providence, R.I. He received his 
Ph.D. degree from Harvard Uni- 
versity where he studied with the 
noted political scientist, Professor 
C, M. Friedrich, author of "Con- 
Mitutionol Govcrnincnl and De- 
mocracy . and later taught at Cor- 
nell University. 

During the war, he taught at 
The Harvard School for Overseas 
Administration and was connected 
with the OSS. Last year, he was 
Appointed Professor of Political 
{Science at McGill. 

The Professor is well known in 
his field. He is the author of The 
.State »s a Concept of Political 
Science" and "The Failure of Con- 
stitutional Emergency Powers in 
the Wicmar Republic". He bar. also 
contributed to such noteworthy 
publications as 'The Encyclopaedia 
of Social Sciences" and "The Har- 
vard Law Review".

The third monthly meeting of the 
McGill Undergraduate Dental So- 
ciety was held last night at the 
RCNC and RCDC Armoury.

McMasler Govt. 
Loses Milk Vole

In a recent .-ession of the McMas- 
ler Parliament, a move by the gov- 
ernment for the, municipal control 
of milk distribution was defeated by 
three votes. 

The debate was opened by the 
Prime Minister. Helen Anderson, 
who .stated that, In view of the re- 
cent increases in the price of milk, 
the time had come for drastic ac- 
tion to be taken. During the war, 
the government, by means of sub- 
sidles and propaganda, had greatly 
increased the consumption of milk, 
but. since decontrol and the subse- 
quent rise in the price of milk, con- 
sumption In Ontario alone had 
fallen off ten per cent. This, she 
emphasized, was serious when we 
consider that milk is the moit im- 
portant food substance. 

The Hon. W. T. Story, Leader of 
the Opposition, claimed that the 
government had submitted no case. 
What the public was interested in 
was the reduction in price. Would 
there be such a drop? He thought 
not. He warned them that they 
were dealing with the future of one 
of the greatest industries In Can- 
ada. 

Other speakers also pointed out 
that public ownership would in- 
volve a large outlay of capital 
which would tend to keep the price 
up. and that it would only be re- 
placing one monopoly by another.

M.A. degrees from the University of 
Aberdeen. Prior to extensive studies 
in France, Switzerland and Austria, 
he received his doctorate in bio- 
chemistry from Cambridge Univer- 
sity in England. In 1928. Dr. Thom- 
son came to McGill as lecturer in 
biochemistry and was promoted to 
a professorship in 1037. He became 
chairman of this department four 
years later, to be appointed Dean of 
the Faculty of Graduate Studies and 
Research the following year. 

Dr. Thomson, a Fellow of the 
Chemical Institute of Canada, has 
done research dealing mainly with 
problems in endocrinology and 
metabolism, but in recent years the 
field of nutrition has received his 
special attention.

Law Student 
Named Consul 
By Panama 

A McGill Law student has been 
appointed to the post of Honourary 
Consul-General in Canada for the 
Republic of Panama, marking the 
first time that a student has ever 
held a responsible consular post. 

The Panamanian Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs announced yester- 
day, that Jose De Nubile— a first 
year law student— has been com- 
missioned as Panamas first Consul- 
General to Canada, and that he 
would shortly open that nations 
consular office in Montreal. Until 
this appointment, the American 
consulate has been transacting all 
Panamanian affairs in Canada. 

"I feel thai it is a signal honour." 
said the newly-appointed Consul- 
Gencral, "that I should be the first 
university student ever to have be- 
come the accredited representative 
of a foreign power." Scnor Dc 
Nobile added that one of his first 
Objectives will be the establish- 
ment of a closer relationship be- 
tween Canadian nad Panamanian 
students through the Council for 
Inter-American Afafirs. 

As well as, studying law at 
McGill. Scnor Dc Nobile is profes- 
sor of Romantic Languages at The 
University of Montreal— a position 
which he has held for several 
years. An inveterate world travel- 
ler, the new Consul-General speaks 
eleven languages with equal facil- 
ity, and is a recognized authority 
on International Law. 

Scnor De Nobile also announced 
that two other law students. Diego 
Soden and K. C. Mackay would as- 
sist him in his new duties, and that 
an official inaugural reception is 
planned for next week.

Together with the Molson Sta- 
dium and ihe Sir Arthur Currie 
Memorial Gymnasium, these new 
additions arc intended to give Mc- 
Gill the most complete sports cen- 
tre of its kind on this continent 
while at the same time providing 
a living memorial to McGIH's tra- 
dition of sportsmanship and pat- 
riotism. 

Corner Stone

Arctie Institute Reveals 
Seerets of Unknown North

Few Canadians realize that 2.700 
miles north of Montreal there arc 
Canadian mountains that have 
never been climbed. but which 
rival the Rockies in height. These 
rugged and spow-covcred moun- 
tains of north Ellcsmere Island, 
one of Canada's Arctic possessions, 
are said to be even more impres- 
sive than the flat white field of 
frozen ocean, cracked open in 
places and shining brilliantly in 
the high midnight sun. which 
comprises the polar region. 

The Canadian Government is 
doing a meat deal of practical 
work in the Arctic lands. These 
regions include three Canadian is- 
lands, each of which is larger than 
England, yet they arc often omit- 
ted from maps of Canada. Meteoro- 
logical and wireless stations arc 
being established for the navigat- 
ing of planes and the sending out 
of expedition* for the mapping 
and photographing of the land. 
Mountain Ranges 

II is little known that the whole 
of the Arctic lands arc not con- 
tinually covered with ice. While 
there are ice-caps on the mountain 
ranges, most o£ the land enjoys a 
brief summer period 'with vegeta- 
tion. Musk-ox and caribou inhabit 
the most northern parts of the 
Arctic lands. 

The use of planes has opened up 
the North and it is becoming in- 
creasingly easy to get into the 
Arctic lands. Now that landing 
fields and buildings are being 
established at some of the weather 
stations, it is becoming more and 
mnre possible In visit the Arctic 
quickly and in romfort to carry out 
a nmber of studies. A recent flight 
from Fairbanks via Ellcsmere Is- 



land to the North Pole and back to 
Edmonton took only 22 '.j hours! 
Northern Studies 

As chairman of the Arctic Insti- 
tute of North America, Dr. J. T. 
Wilson, O.B.E.. Ph.D., professor of 
geophysics at University of Toronto, 
tells us that in the past two years 
the Arctic Institute has supported 
20 parlies, most of these during the 
past year, when, from Bering Strait 
to Labrador, studies were made of 
living Eskimos and Indians, botany. 
Insects, physiography, oceanogra- 
phy, animals, geology, and other 
interesting fields of rcascarch. 

There are many features of th« 
Arctic regions nf Canada besides 
cold that are interesting in them- 
selves, and many that are interest- 
ing because they have wide effects 
on regions outside the Arctic. Dr. 
Wilson believes that Canada is in a 
unique position to study these. The 
geographic North Pole and the 
magnetic North Pole arc physical- 
ly interesting as is the maximum 
auroral belt which effects radio 
propagation, and many problems of 
how men, plants, and animals ex- 
ist in and adjust themselves to the 
extreme cold of the Arctic. 

Musk-Ox 
Dr. Wilson was also one of the 
organizers and executors of the Ex- 
ercise Musk-ox in the Winter of 
19-15-46. He described the expedi- 
tion as an effort to familiarize the 
Canadian Army with operations in 
the northern part nf their nwn 
country, but stressed the fact that 
it was not planned nn strategic or 
tactical lines, but was, as far as 
possible, a fact-finding and scien- 
tific expedition. 
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OUR FINAL DRIVE 



Seldom arc McGill students a^ked to con- 
tribute money to any of the diverse worthwhile 
charities thai exist in todays tempestuous society. 
Even less often are we requested to donate funds 
to a project which shall directly benefit us in 
the years (o come. Nevertheless, one of these 
rare occasions is upon us this week, as once 
more, nnd for the final time, subscriptions for 
the Rink Auditorium Campaign arc being sol- 
icited on the campus. 

To newcomers at McGill, nnd it is lo this 
particular group that this last appeal is being 
directed especially, a few words of explanation 
should prove pertinent at this point. For the past 
several years, the Graduates' Society has con- 
ducted a spirited drive to raise enough cash to 
erect a suitable living memorial lo those men 
nnd women of McGill who perished serving 
their country in World War II. Originally it 
was decided thai this War Memorial should tnkc 
the form of a Memorial Mall-Swimming Pool. 
The enthusiastic response to this initial appeal 
was so encouraging, that if was decided to 
extend the campaign to include the gathering 
of funds to build a Rink-Audlioritim and com- 
plete McGill's long-planned sports centre. 

The objective set was S750,000. Of this 
staggering total, $733,000 has already been 
collected or pledged. This has been accomplished 
only through the unselfish toil and superb 
generosity of both students nnd graduates, most 
of whom will never have the opportunity of 
taking advantage of these new facilities when 
they are finally constructed. The chances arc 
however, that this years freshman class will be 
fortunate enough to sec nt least partial com- 



pletion of this memorial project before they 
graduate. They will be the ones who shall be 
able to participate in the widened scope of 
athletic activities made possible by these 
new buildings. 

The present appeal on the campus has a 
minimum objective of $1,000, and ennvnssing 
will be carried out from December 3rd to Dec- 
ember 10th. A $2 contribution per freshman 
will send the drive over the top, and no one can 
Bay that a $2 investment in an undertaking such 
as this is exorbitant. But whatever the size of 
a student's donation, the matter of primary im- 
portance is that he does subscribe. The com- 
mittee conducting the campaign is aiming at 
100 per cent participation of the freshman class, 
both at Dawson and McGill, in order that the 
Graduates Society may realize that their highly 
commendable efforts on our behalf are fully 
recognized, and supplemented by the under- 
graduates.

CULTURE AND THE C.B.C. 



Tonight the CBC will take a Step! At long last 
it has realized that although the average mental age 
' of the radio audience may be fourteen, there arc 
listeners who would like to hear something stimu- 
lating for a change. As a result it has decided on 
"a special new program service for Canadian listen- 
ers. Starting on December 3 the whole of each Wed- 
nesday evening on the Trans-Canada network, be- 
ginning at 7.30, will be devoted to programs that are 
stimulating, substantial, different, and at times more 
demanding on the attention of the listener." 

Tills scries will be introduced tonight by a talk 
by Professor Arthur L. Phelps of the Department of 
English. Professor Phelps was formerly General 
Supervisor for the CBC International Service, and is 
one of Canada's foremost literary critics, whose radio 
talks on both CBC and American networks are well 
known on this continent. Currently at McGill ho 
lectures on English prose since Milton, and early 
""Canadian literature. 

The rest of tonight's program consists of a broad- 
cast by a Vancouver orchestra conducted by John 
Avisoti, featuring a sonatina by the contemporary 
Australian composer Arthur Benjamin; a forum on 
the possible effects of national planning on democra- 
tic processes; «a musical comedy called "The Gallant 
Greenhorn" especially written for the occasion and 
concerned with the days when the west was young; 
and a violin recital by Kathleen Parlow, which will 



Include a performance of Sibelius' "Sonatina for 
Violin and Piano". ' 

And that shows the general distribution of pro- 
gram material for the month of December— half an 
hour of Symphony orchestra, a quarter of an hour's 
talk, half an hour's forum, an hour's play, and a 
half-hour recital. 

The high point in the schedule seems to be a per- 
formance of T. S. Eliot's verse play "Murder In the 
Cathedral" on December 10, at 0 p.m. This will be 
the first time it has been heard over the air in Can 
ada. It will be produced by Andrew Allan, who 
produces the Stage 48 shows on Sunday nights. The 
performance will bo prefaced by a talk about tho 
play by Desmond Macarthy, the well-known British 
critic. This broadcast should be of especial interest 
to students of contemporary English Literature (a 
warning to anyone thinking of taking English 23 
next year— it's on the reading list). 

The- recltalists include Witold Malcuzynskl (at 
tcntlon Mr. Kohos!), Albert Pratz, Giuseppe Mos- 
chetti, and Nell Chotem. 

Aside from the performance of "Murder In The 
Cathedral" these are all things one might have henrd 
over the CBC before it got the big idea— but they 
were always on odd times and odd days. Now 
things arc simplified, If you like this sort of listen- 
ing—stay home Wednesdays. We guarantee you'll 
have visitors, but it's worth the effort, W. D. M.

Gerard Pelletier was recently 
elected President of the Quebec 
Federation of Youth Movements. 

He returned last summer from a 
two-year tour of European univer- 
sities which he conducted in his 
capacity as Field Secretary" for the 
World Student Relief Federation, 
and seemed very pleased to give 
a Canadian student the results of 
his findings in Europe in 1040 and 
1047. 

Mr. Pelletier said his work in- 
volved extensive tours of the uni- 
versities in war-ravaged countries, 
enquiries as to the relative need of 
each, and the distribution of relief 
funds to student administration. 
The highest item on demand in 
Europe was that for books— Mr. 
Pelletier Informed us that the 
shortage of contemporary books in 
Europe is appaling. Next highest 
in demand were boots and shoes, 
of which students arc seriously 
lacking; and the third part of the 
grant was devoted to the creation 
of medical centres to provide free 
X-ray examinations lo University 
students, among whom, Mr. Pelle- 
tier said, "there is a considerable 
incidence of tuberculosis."

Little Symphony 

On December 9, at the Hermitage, 
the "Little Symphony" opens it's 
concert season, under the baton of 
Dr. Fricder Weissmann, the first 
of a brilliant succession of guest 
conductors engaged by It's direc- 
tors. 

Dr. Welsmann, who won much 
discerning applause from Mont- 
rcalcrs last summer, when he con- 
ducted the orchestra of "Les Con- 
certs Symphoniqucs," draws upon 
long and varied experience in two 
continents for the subtilty and au- 
thority of his interpretations. 

Starting his career with a con- 
ductorshlp at the Berlin State 
Opera, he pursued this dazzling 
"apprenticeship" from 1920 to 1925. 
Thereafter he held various distin- 
guished appointments in Germany, 
for example, he had charge for 
three years of the Dresden Phil- 
harmonic. He was a frequent guest 
conductor at Frankfurt, Stuttgart 
and Hamburg, and from 1032 on- 
wards a regular visitor to Amster- 
dam. 

In January, 1034, he was called 
to Buenos Aires, where he not only 
conducted In the famous Tcatro 
Colon, not only gave symphony 
concerts, but also found himself a 
very lovely Argentine bride. 

Weissmann did not come to the 
States until 1938, but, after a high- 
ly successful debut with the New 
York Philharmonic, his high qua- 
lity was quickly recognized. In 
1939 he was appointed to re-organ- 
ize the New Jersey Symphony, and 
it is as conductor of that body that 
he takes time off to visit us in 
Montreal. 

The program he has chosen con- 
sists of three works: Corelli's 
"Christmas Concerto," Schoenbcrg's 
"Transfigured Night" and Mozart's 
"Jupiter' symphony. The latter, it 
may be pointed out, will be heard 
under exactly those orchestral con- 
ditions for which the composer in- 
tended it. 

Tickets for this concert, or for 
the whole season, arc obtainable in 
the 'Little Symphony's" offices on 
Peel Street. 



political • organization," the I.S.S. 
man said; 'positive neutrality is 
emphasized among all members and 
helpers." He added that together 
with this greatly publicized "posi- 
tive neutrality," there is another 
slogan, "creative tension," which, he 
said, means that the assembled stu- 
dents "try to develop constructive 
plans and positive Ideas from those 
very differences of creed and 
opinion." 

M. Pellcticr's European tour in- 
cluded visits to and field work in 
Great Britain and Ireland, France, 
Belgium, Germany, Austria, Swit- 
zerland, Italy, and Czechoslovakia. 

The student youth of the coun- 
tries he visited Is conscious of its 
role in youth reorganization, Mr. 
Pelletier added, precising, "there is 
a dire necessity for unity." This is 
the central problem now confront- 
ing European students. 

They and Us 

Although European students 
have administrative and executive 
councils on a pattern roughly simi- 
lar to that ruling our organizations 
of this typo, the main difference is 
that in Europe, much more is left 
to student initiative. "If the stu- 
dents want a cafeteria, the students 
organize a cafeteria" the young 
French-Canadian said, "and not the 
University administration". The 
students arc left on their own, and 
at Prague University for Instance, 
students cannot be promoted each 
year unless they have an average 
of CO per cent and a certain num- 
ber of hours of manual work done 
on the reconstruction of university 
buildings. 

Alma Mater vs. Hollywood 
and JolnvIIle 

The problem on which European 
students arc most anxious at pres- 
ent, Mr. Pelletier said, is that of 
establishing the exact role of uni- 
versity in the contemporary nation. 
He explained by saying that "the 
university is now, in the nation, 
the theoretical centre of culture. 
Theoretical only. In practice, Holly- 
wood and Joinvillc in France arc 
the basis of the popular culture, and 
have definitely more inflcnce on

The hourly total varies from 
Week to week, but as a rule allows for only two practice sessions 
between games. No team, no matter how hard it practices (and the 
Rcdmcn do practice hard), can get into the condition it should be in . 
with only half the number of training hours it should have. 

The situation goes deeper and actually affects the senior 
puck squad more seriously than merely lack of practice facilities 
for themselves. McGill also has intermediate and Junior squads 
who should normally he the spawning grounds of the future sen- 
iors, but, due to this lack of home lec, much promising talent 
foes undeveloped for want of sufficient opportunity to get on 
skates. Contrast this condition to the one that prevails at Queens 
and Varsity, where the colleges own their own arenas and as a 
result have all the ice time they could possible want. 
It may be pointed out that the Gaels, even witli their own home 
rink arc not winning any championships. They have, however, with- 
in the last few years made tremendous strides in that direction and 
have vastly improved their calibre of play. At the same time, the 
head men in that vicinity have made no bones about the fact that 
they arc out for pennants and they are not particularly fussy in 
what sport. On the other hand, the Blues from Toronto arc a known 
quantity and seem to keep bobbing up with top notch teams in 
monotonous profusion. 

Fortunately, for the future of hockey at McGill, the Rink Au- 
ditorium seems to be in the process of being started. In our estim- 
ation, this will be none to soon, and as a matter of fact is a few 
years too late.
